REPORT 


OF  THIS 

Superintending  School  Committee, 

OF  THE  TOWN  OF  WELLS, 

FOR  THE  SCHOOL  YEAR-ENDING-  MARCH,  1872. 


In  accordance  with  Statute,  we  submit  this  report  "of  the  condition  of 
the  schools  for  the  past  year,  the  proficiency  made  by  the  pupils,  and  the 
success  attending  the  modes  of  instruction  and  government  of  the 
teachers. "  ♦ 

The  improvement  made  by  the  scholars  in  some  of  the  schools  has  been 
good,  and  speaks  well  for  the  instruction  and  government  of  the  teachers. 

The  government  has  been  so  bad  in  other  schools  as  to  render  abortive 
all  efforts  at  teaching.  Very  little  good  has  been  accomplished.  Money 
has  been  poorly  expended.  The  true  cause  of  education  but  little  ad- 
vanced, and  its  friends  sadly  disappointed. 

A  lively  interest  pervades  the  town  to  improve  the  location  and  condi- 
tion of  its1  school  rooms.  Several  new  and  commodious  houses  have  re- 
cently been  built ;  still  there  is  urgent  necessity  for  continuance  of  the 
good  work,  till  every  school  room  is  fitted  up  in  modern  style.  We  would 
suggest  the  importance  of  proper  ventilation  of  the  same,  and  direct,  the 
attention  of  districts  to  this  point. 

One  of  the  duties  of  the  S.  S.  Committee  is:  "The)'  shall  direct  the 
general  course,  of  instruction,  and  what  books  shall  be  used  in  the  schools. 
And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintending  School  Committee  to  se- 
lect a  uniform  system  of  text-books  to  be  used  in  the  schools  of  the  town, 
due  notice  of  which  selection  shall  be  given  ;  and  any  text-book  here- 
after introduced  into  the  schools  of  any  town,  shall  npt  be  changed  for 
five  years  from  the  date  of  its  introduction,  unless  by  vote  of  the  town.11 

Colton  &  Fitch's  Geographies,  Weld  &  Quackenbos'  Grammar,  Hol- 
brooke, Colburn,  and  Greenleafs  Arithmetics,  have  been  in  our  schools 
a  dozen  years  or  more.  Several  editions  of  some  of  the  books  were  in 
the  same  school,  producing  confusion  and  obstructing  classification.  The 
progress  of  science,  and  improved  methods  of  teaching,  rendered  a  change 
of  these  books  imperative.    Most  of  the  districts  have  promptly  intro- 
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duced  the  books  selected,  and  are  receiving  the  benefit  of  the  change. 

Other  districts  are  strongly  wedded  to  the  things  that  were,  and  are  slow 

in  introducing  them. 

Text  Books. — Bible,  Progressive  series  of  Readers  and  Speller,  in- 
troduced 1858. 

Grammar. — First  Lessons  and  English  Grammar,  Quaekenbos,1  intro- 
duced 1869. 

Arithmetic. — Walton's  Series  and  Tables,  introduced  1870. 
Geography. — Elementary  and  Intermediate,  Guyat's,  introduced  1871 . 
Writing  Books.— Payson,  Dunton  &  Scribner,  Nos.  !,  3,  5,  9,  in- 
troduced 1869. 

We  would  not  recommend  raising  more  money  for  school  purposes, 
but  would  suggest  the  propriety  and  necessity  of  devising  ways  and 
means  for  spending  what  we  do  assess  in  the  most  judicious  way,  so  as  to 
return  a  higher  per  cent,  of  profit.  Also,  a  more  ready  assent  to,  and 
active  compliance  with  suggestions  made  by  those  whose  duty  it  is  to  in- 
vestigate the  subject  of  education  and  direct  in  regard  to  it.  Our  State 
Superintendent  thinks  favorably  of  a  change  from  district  to  town  schools. 
A  suggestion  and  recommendation  from  so  distinguished  an  educator, 
from  one  who  views  the  prospect  from  so  elevated  a  stand  point,  and 
whose  sympathies  and  labors  are  enlisted  for  the  prosperity  and  welfare 
of  the  schools  in  Maine,  should  receive  the  candid  and  careful  considera- 
tion of  every  citizen. 

A  few  towns  have  made  the  change,  and  the  result  has  been,  "better 
School  Houses,  superior  teaching,  longer  schools.'1  But  so  long  as  the 
district  system  is  in  operation,  it  is  the  duty  of  all  to  render  it  as  efficient 
as  possible. 

We  number  1002  scholars.  The  average  attendance  is  less  than  one 
half,  and  the  per  centage  is  decreasing ;  a  striking  example  of  the  apathy 
and  indifference  of  the  community  in  regard  to  educational  advantages. 
Tax  payers  have  a  right  to  demand  the  education  of  every  scholar.  The 
State  provides  for  erecting  school  houses,  sustaining  schools,  furnishing 
text-books,  and  inspection  of  schools. 

The  average  attendance  in  the  State  isoO  per  cent.,  and  in  many  towns 
less.  Any  scholar  may  absent  himself  from  school  with  the  slightest  ex- 
cuse, or  no  exeuse  at  all.  Any  parent  or  guardian,  may  deprive  those 
under  their  care  of  all  edueational  advantages,  and  thus  inflict  an  ire- 
parable  injury  upon  the  rising  generation,  and  furnish  citizens  poorly 
prepared  to  assume  the  responsible  positions  soon  to  devolve  upon  them. 
And  yet  the  State  provides  no  remedy  for  this  evil.  Cannot  a  remedy  be 
found  ? 

A  larger  per  centage  of  scholars  should  be  in  the  school  room,  either 
by  the  moral  force  of  the  community,  or  by  a  law  requiring  compulsory 
attendance.    Both  may  be  necessary  to  secure  the  desired  end. 
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Statute  provides  that  the  Superintending  School  Committee  shall  em- 
ploy teachers,  also  provides  that  the  town  may  delegate  district  Agents 
to  perform  this  duty.  To  whom  should  this  duty  be  intrusted?  A  can- 
did discussion  of  this  question  will  result,  no  doubt,  in  the  best  interests 
of  the  Schools.  The  Agents  must  engage  a  limited  number  of  Teachers, 
and  frequently  those  of  whom  they  have  no  previous  knowledge,  and 
every  candidate  for  a  particular  school. 

The  Committee  are  brought  into  intimate  relation  with  the  Teachers 
every  year,  and  acquaint  themselves  with  both  their  natural  and  acquired 
abilities.  They  also  visit  every  school  twice  during  its  session,  and  thus 
become  familiar  with  the  condition  and  requirements  of  every  school. 
The  Committee  could  engage  no  teacher  until  after  examination,  and 
then  have  the  whole  number  of  applicants  from  which  to  select,  and  if  a 
suitable  candidate  is  present,  can  be  assigned  to  the  proper  school. 

What  we  most  need  is  a  more  discriminating  selection  of  teachers,  in 
regard  to  ability,  capability,  efficiency  and  tact.  True  economy  requires 
the  best,  at  a  fair  compensation. 

The  quality  of  our  teachers  should  be  improved  by  encouraging  the 
better  class.  The  supply  will  be  equal  to  the  demand.  If  we  are  satis- 
tied  with  an  inferior  class  we  shall  find  an  abundant  supply.  If  we  de- 
mand a  superior  class,  such  only  will  apply  for  the  situations.  A  good 
school  is  preferable  to  a  poor  one,  even  if  it  be  obtained  at  the  expense 
of  its  length. 

A  teacher  should  not  only  be  well  versed  in  science,  but  should  have  a 
good  share  of  general  knowledge,  be  apt  to  teach,  affable  and  courteous, 
patient,  but  firm  in  discipline,  well  acquainted  with  human  nature,  and 
willing  to  devote  his  time  and  talents  to  the  improvement  of  his  school. 

Many  failures  result  from  lack  of  proper  classification,  hasty  and  inju- 
dicious words  or  acts,  unsteady  discipline,  or  a  government  founded  on 
loree  in  preference  to  love. 

As  is  the  teacher,  so  is  the  school.  The  teacher  sees  his  own  image  re- 
flected, morally  and  intellectually,  by  his  school. 

The  character  and  example  of  a  teacher  is  frequently  a  more  potent 
educator  than  his  precepts.  The  progress  of  our  schools  will  never  be 
satisfactory  until  the  better  class  of  teachers  is  secured. 

Much  can  be  done  by  every  inhabitant  of  a  district  to  make  the  school 
either  a  failure  or  success,  by  sympathy  with  the  teacher,  and  kindly 
efforts  in  every  possible  way  to  assist  him;  by  attending  to  the  constant 
md  punctual  attendance  of  the  scholars  ;  by  frequent  visits  to  the  school, 
and  never  allowing  a  hasty  or  censorious  remark  in  regard  to  the  school 
to  have  utterance.

O.  M.  Davis,  Agent. 
Summer  Term — Hannah  B.  Locke,  Teacher. 

Whole  number  of  scholars  in  district,  69.  Length  of  school,  30  days; 
Number  of  scholars,  38.    Average  attendance,  31  1-2. 

From  the  high  praise  bestowed  on  this  teacher  by  the  Committee  of. 
former  years,  we  were  lead  to  anticipate  a  "model  school,"  but  on  trial, 
must  say  that  we  were  very  much  disappointed.  The  teacher  failed 
to  secure  either  the  love  or  respect  of  her  scholars,  and  consequently  her 
school  was  considered  a  failure.  She  closed  it  at  the  end  of  the  sixth 
week.  Her  zeal  in  teaching  is  commendable,  but  we  think  her  discretion 
in  discipline  doubtful.  Patience  and  self  government  would  render  her 
services  more  profitable  to  scholars,  and  more  acceptable  to  the  commu- 
nity. 

Winter  Term— Charles  H.  Pettee,  Teacher. 

Length,  59  days.    Whole  number  attending,  45.    Average,  39. 

This  was  his  first  effort  in  teaching.  Scholars  were  well  disposed,  and 
good  proficiency  made  in  arithmetic,  also  in  reading  and  spelling.  The 
manner  of  conducting  the  reading  and  spelling  lessons  was  highly  com- 
mendable. A  little  more  experience  in  classification  and  discipline  will 
render  his  labors  more  efficient.  His  success  was  sufficiently  good  to  en- 
able us  to  recommend  him  to  favorable  notice."  The  agent  has  furnished 
one  of  Perce's  Magnetic  Globes  for  the  use  of  the  school. 

DISTRICT  No.  4. 
Jona.  Bourne,  Agent. 
Summer  Term — Hattie  J.  Huse,  Teacher. 

Number  scholars  in  district,  45.  Length  of  school,  40  days.  Number 
attending  school,  30.    Average,  26. 

Much  attention  was  paid  to  reading,  spelling,  and  good  improvement 
was  made  in  the  same.  Teaching  in  arithmetic  thoroughly  practical . 
Writing  books  neat  and  clean.    Order  good. 

Winter  Term — Annie  M.  Douglass,  Teacher. 

Length,  (50  days.    Number  scholars  attending,  35.    Average  25. 

This  was  her  first  school.  Her  success  both  in  discipline  and  teaching 
was  sufficient  to  commend  her  to  favorable  notice. 

DISTRICT  No.  5. 

A.  Maxwell,  Agent. 

Summer  Term — Annie  E.  Rankins,  Teacher. 

Number  scholars,  78.  Length  of  school,  70  days.  Number  attending, 
67.    Average,  47. 

One  of  our  oldest  teachers.  Government  and  method  of  teaching 
good.  Successful  results  were  attained.  Map  drawing,  declamation, 
reading,  spelling,  were  some  of  the  marked  characteristics  of  this  school. 

Winter  Term — Julian  A.  Pollard,  Teacher. 
Length,  58  1-2  days.    Number,  60.    Average  45. 

Mr.  Pollard  is  a  most  excellent  scholar.    He  had  no  previous  ex-peri- 


ence  in  teaching ;  cHd  not  classify  nor  govern  his  school  well ;  school 
noisy  and  disorderly,  and  apparently  little  improvement  was  made  in 
study.  ' 

DISTRICT  NO.  6. 
N.  Littlefield,  Agent. 
Summer  and  Winter  Term — Mary  T.  Wilson,  Teacher. 

Number  scholars,  56.  Length  of  school  in  Summer,  50  days.  Num- 
ber attending,  28.    Average  20. 

This  teacher  labored  assiduously  for  the  school,  and  her  classes  in 
reading,  geography  and  arithmetic  showed  that  her  efforts  had  been 
successful.    Teacher  capable  and  efficient. 

DISTRICT  NO.  7. 
Horace  Littlefield,  Agent. 
Summer  Term — Ellen  E.  Cushing,  Teacher. 

Number  scholars,  67.  Length  of  school,  46  days.  Number  scholars, 
in  attendance,  27.    Average,  20. 

School  improved  in  reading  and  spelling,  Made  a  good  beginning  in 
mental  arithmetic.    School  noisy. 

Winter  Term — Wm.  R.  Stone,  Teacher. 

Length  of  school,  47  days.    Number  scholars,  35.    Average,  30. 

Visited  this  school  near  the  commencement.  It  was  then  progressing 
favorably.  It  closed  sooner  than  was  expected,  so  did  not  have  an  op- 
portunity to  make  the  second  visit.  Cannot  form  an  opinion  of  the  dis- 
cipline or  degree  of  improvement  of  the  School. 

DISTRICT  NO.  8f 
Nahum  Welch,  Agent. 
Summer  Term — Mary  S.  Goodwin,  Teacher. 

Number  scholars,  41.  Length  of  school,  30  days.  Number  attending 
school,  18.    Average,  14. 

On  my  second  visit  the  school  was  very  small,  most  of  the  scholars 
being  absent — said  to  be  haying  or  berrying. 

Winter  Term— Jos.  A.  Littlefield,  Teacher. 

Length  of  school,  47  days.    Number  attending,  18.    Average,  12. 

This  school  was  orderly  and  attentive  to  instruction,  when  visited  at 
the  commencement.    Was  not  notified  of  the  time  of  its  close. 

Mr.  Littlefield's  reputation  as  an  able  and  profitable  teacher  is  well 
known.    He  has  taught  several  schools  in  this  district  with  good  success. 

DISTRICT  NO.  13, 
Numbers  70  scholars.  As  there  is  no  School  House  in  this  district,  some 
of  the  scholars  have  attended  school  at  District  No.  5,  and  others  in 
York. 

DISTRICT  NO.  9.— Pine  Hill. 
O.  M.  Davis,  Agent. — Frank  Littlefield,  Teacher. 
Number  of  scholars  in  district,  46.    Whole  number  attending  school, 
Summer  Term,  29;  average,  24.    Winter  Term  —  whole  number  36; 
average  25.    Length  of  Summer  School,  35  days. 
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Both  terms  of  this  school  were  under  the  charge  of  Miss  Mary  Littlefield. 
This  school  has  improved  very  much  during  the  past  year.  It  has  a  class 
of  interesting  scholars.  The  order  has  become  good  and  the  improve- 
ment very  satisfactory.  The  district  securing  Miss  Littlefield  as  teacher 
is  very  sure  of  a  first  class  school.

The  examination  of  this 
school  was  quite  satisfactory.  The  scholars  gave  unmistakable  evidence 
of  a  profitable  school.
